Map Exhibit of the District

the District, and differentiating between Port of Los Angeles, non-Port of Los Angeles parcels, and annexation parcels as specified by 
the District. This District Map may be used as the District Boundary Map for the District’s Management District Plan as well as for any 
other use District finds appropriate. 

NBS will provide up to three revisions of this map at no additional cost to the District. Revisions may include, but are not limited to, 
alteration of the boundaries, parcels, parcel classifications, titling, and other pertinent features related to the map. Additional revisions will 
be billed at NBS’s regular hourly rate, as shown below.

NBS will prepare an assessment diagram in compliance with California state law and Los Angeles County Recorder’s requirements. 


NBS Web Mapping Application Demonstration 

NBS will prepare a demonstration of our web mapping application which will serve as a fully interactive version of the Map Exhibit of the 
District. This demonstration will be available for 30 days and may be used by the District to facilitate discussions with business owners 
about the proposed BID expansion. Should the District decide to keep the application online after the 30 day trial period, NBS will bill an 
additional $2,500 per year to maintain the web application. 

The application will be hosted and managed by NBS and may be incorporated in the District’s website by link.
